The love of tAo young men of Miss 
Regina Dickens.a pretty young woman 
twenty years of age, will probably re- 
sult in the death of one of the suit- 
ors. James Walker,twenty-nlne years 
of age, was shot by Jack Peak, eigh- 
teen years of age.at Short's station at 
5 o’clock Sunday afternoon, and at 
last reports the attending physician 
reported that his recovery was doubt- 
ful. 

The shooting was one of the most 
sensational which has occurred in 
Daviess county for some time. Miss 
Dickens had been a guest at the home 
of Robert Peak, father of Jack Peak. 
Late Sunday afternoon she decid(*d to 
return to her home at Short’s stali»>n. 
and Jack Peak said that he would 
take her home in his buggy. 

The couple hud gone only a short 
distance along the country road, ac- 
cording to Peak, when they saw Walk- 
er coming in his buggy. 

They turned around and started back 
down the road. It is said that Walker 
whipped his horse into a run and over 
took Miss Dickens and Peak. He 
jumped out of his buggy and allowed 
his horse to go on down the road. 
After getting out of the buggy he 
caught hold of the reins of Peak’s 
horse and stopped the buggy. He then 
walked up to the buggy, it is allegt*d, 
and took hold of Miss Dickens’ arm 
and told her to get out of the buggy. 

Peak said he told Walker if he did 
not desist In bis efforts to get Miss 
Dickens out of the buggy that he 
would shoot him. 

“You are^a liar!” was the answer 
Walker is s^d to have given Peak. 

The young man reached his hand 
down in the bottom of the buggy and 
produced a revolver. Walker was hold- 
ing the girl by the arm at the time. 
Peak fired one shot at him. The bul- 
let pierced Walker’s right breast and 
be fell to the ground. 

Peak whipped his horse into a run 
and returned to his home where he 
told bis father of what had occurred. 
Walker was removed to the home of 
James Bell at Short’s station. 

Dr. Harris was summoned and at- 
tended the wounded man. It was found 
that the bullet had pierced his right 
lung. The bullet ranged downward 
and was cut out of his back. 

Peak was not placed under arrest 
until Monday. 

The parties concerned in this affair 
are well known in Daviess county. 
Their parents are highly respected 
farmers, and the shootini^ is greatly 
deplored in the communly In which it 
occurred. 

Later reports give the affair a dif- 
ferent phase. Miss Dickens has been 
at the bedside of her earlier and 
more persistent suitor and it is now- 
said that her testimony will incrim- 
inate Peake seriously and, it is al- 
leged, that she will sw“nr that the 
shooting was done without provoca- 
tion and even before Walker had said 
anything to Peake.

That there might be some delay is 
intimated from time to time, but the 
features of this have now been dlssi- 
l>ated by statements emanating from 
both sides. Clarence Harrow, of Chi- 
cago, and FL F. Ricliurdson, of Den- 
ver, jointly leading counsel for the de- 
fense of Haywood, have both stated 
that they are ready for trial. 

It is believed that the <lefense fund 
which has been rajsed by labor unions 
and the Western F'ederalion of Miners 
is more than $l,000,uoo. 

Counsel for the prosecution, James 
H. Hawley and Senator W. E. Borah, 
who have been engaged especially,are 
of the opinion that there will be no 
further delay. An ai>plication for a 
bill of particulars filed by the defense 
will be argued to-morrow morning be- 
fore Judge Wood, who will try the 
Haywood case, but as his decision is 
not applicable it is not thought that 
Ahis will cause any post|)onement. 

The history of the cases of the men 
charged with the murder of Sleunen- 
berg shows much delay, all of which 
has been necessarily expensive to the 
State of Idaho and 'o the defense. The 
State has already paid bills amount- 
ing' '> $52,006, and at the last session 
of the Legislature of Idaho an appro- 
pnatlon of $50,000 additional was 
unanimously passed, all parties con- 
xcurring. 

' When Gov. Steunenberg was assas- 
sinated the mine owners association 
offered a reward of $5,000 for the' ar- 
arrest of the murderer. Later this 
amount was returned to the mine own 
ers by Gov. Gooding, with the state- 
ment that the State of Idaho would 
defray the cost of the prosecution of 
the murderer or murderers whoever 
they might be. 

James H. Hawley, leading consul 
for the prosecution, was asked to-day 
to Qxplaip the reasons for the delay 
in the trial of Haywood, Moyer and 
Pettibone. It has been charged that 
the State has wilfully caused the de- 
lay. and that the prisoners have been 
•Itept in confinement without trial for 
an unwarranted period. Mr. Hawley 
said: 

“The revised statutes of the United 
States treating of appeals to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States from 
United SUtes* Circuit Courts in habeas 
corpus where a prisoner is ^held by 
State courts, makes null and void any 
of the State pending an appeal. The 
great majority of courts of last resort 
hold any action on the part of the 
trial court absolutely void until the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States has been actually ren- 
dered. 

“It will be seen,therefore,that if in 
May, 1906, we had proceeded with the 
trial in the trial court of this State 
before the decision of the Supreme 
Court had beeq rendered, the defend- 
ants would have been discharged, as 
they could not a second time be put 
In jeopardy of their lives. ' 

“Senator Borah and myself, acting 
for the State, shortly before the con- 
vening of the District Court of Can- 
yon county in May, 1906, called the 
attention of the defendants’ attorneys 
||io this provision of the United Slates 
statutes and stated in a letter to them 
that we were ready and anxious for 
an immediate trial, and if they also 
were- ready they should arrange mat- 
ters so that we could proceed- to trial 
without harm being worked to the de- 
fendants. We pointed out that all of 
their rights would be saved if the ap- 
Ifieal from the Circuit Court was dis- 
missed. 

“The attorneys for the defendants 
answered our letter, declining to dis- 
miss the appeal and expressing them- 
selves as fearful that a question of 
jurisdiction might arise upon the pro- 
ceedings of the Supreme Court of this 
State, which would be injurious to 
them in the appeal from the United 
:8tat'es Circuit Court was dismissed.

This was afterwards stopped, 
but Mackay had returned to Phila- 
delphia and could not be reached un- 
der the New Jersey law. Suit was 
started in Pennsylvania, however, 
and is still pending. Word was 
brought yesterday to the woman that 
Mackay was in this city and she at 
once communicated with lawyers and 
swore out a criminal warrant for his 
arrest under the “beat” law, which 
proscribes fine or Imprisonment for 
the offense if proved.

The people of continental Europe who 
are under the necessity of learning the 
English language have Iltttle affection 
for it. Its complicated origin has laden 
it with an immense number of incon- 
sistencies, contradictions and duplica- 
tions, and above all with an irregular 
and inexplicable system of spelling — 
a system that is Just now receiving 
the attention of our own reformers. 

Germans are accustomed to speak of 
the English language as “a monster 
having two mouths, with one of which 
it speaks German and with the other 
Latin.” 

The Slavonic peoples of central and 
western Europe, who by reason of the 
fact that they have been compelled 
to learn many laiigiinges,and are there- 
fore great linguists, have a legend to 
account for the liicoimistencles of Eng- 
lish which is yet mcVi-e uncomplimen- 
tary than the German ani(uadversion 
against our mother tongue. 

This legend is to the effect that 
when the Almighty created the na- 
tions he g.nve men no tongues at all. 
When they came and dumbly b<gged 
for them, he compassionately took a 
j)lece of meat and cut it into slices, 
giving each one a slice to serve us u 
longue. 

This arrangement served well enough 
but, when the Englishman, who had 
either lazily or contemptuously tailed 
to arrive sooner, came and demanded 
ills piece, tliere was none left. Ac- 
cordingly the Diety called back the 
men of other nations, and slicing from 
each of their tongues a little bit, he 
put them all together to make a 
tongue for the Englishman. .■Vnd tills 
is why Hie English continue to the 
present day to speak in such a jum- 
ble. 

Students have averred that thisMo- 
ry, originally heard in Croatia, is so 
close a represemailon in allegory of 
the aetunl facts in the origin of the 
English language, that it has a ’’made- 
up” air.

George L. Chapman, a world-fa- 
mous curiosity among medical men, 
was exhibited to the classes of the 
Kansas Medical College recently. He 
Is a wonderful example of ajradl- 
tlon current among medical doctors 
that the average jterson has a large 
surplusage of brains. As the result 
of a gunshot wound received when 
he was a boy and the subsequent sur- 
gical operation which followed.Chap- 
man had a teacupful, or, to reduce the 
quantity to more exact terms, six 
ounces of his brain removed when he 
was thirteen years old. 

The right side of his skull was re- 
moved and the injurled portion of 
the brain taken out. The brain sub- 
stance removed was practically ail 
from the right hemisphere. 

Instead of dying, as everything in- 
dicated he would. Chapman lingered 
between life and death. His head 
was almost frozen in an effort to 
keep the temperature down. I’.art 
of the ri^ht ear was acMially frozen 
off In this manner. Itut after spend- 
ing two years in t)ed, not, being able 
to stand as a result of the Injury, 
he finally became able to get around. 

A huge scar remains where the 
surgeons removed the skull and 
brain from Chapman’s head. The 
brain substance here lies beneath a 
single thickness of skin and it Is 
|K>8sible to observe the pulsation of 
the cerebral l)Iood vessels l>y watch- 
ing the bare skin which covers the 
unprotected brain, in sleeping, if he 
lies on the riglit side of his head it 
fills with blood, practically drowning 
the brain. He is then completely 
l)aralyzed and helpless until sonu* one 
turns him over, when his brain drains 
and resume its functinons. 

Chapman makes his living l)y trav- 
eling al)out and exhibiting himself to 
medical colleges, taking up a rollee- 
tlon at each place. He Is in great 
demand as an illustration of the re- 
lations between the hemispheres of 
the brain and the muscles of the body. 
He has exhibited himself all over this 
country and in Europe and Canada.

Fertitizintf for Fruit. 

The growing of fruit demands la- 
bor at Hie proper time, and consider- 
able work is done before spring oi»ens. 
Where growers liave combined to keep 
insects and parasites in cliK-k the re- 
sult has l>een beneficial, if the labor 
and cost of fertilizers must be con- 
sidered it is safe to assert that tnilt 
growers dot Ive larger profits from rasp' 
berries and hluckberrlcs ilian many 
of them ileserve, as it Is only when 
jdeking and liarvesting the crop that 
the real lal)or is pi-rformed. .After 
such crops are harvested some fields 
receive hut little care and cultivation, 
and it is seldom Hial manures or 
fertilizers are appliiil, Hiough Hie 
sti awlierry is treated diffrrenH.v. Eii- 
teriirising fruit growers ninintnin that 
it pays to give lilackheiry and rasp- 
berry canes good cultivation, and to 
apply fertilizers liberally us the in- 
creased crop of beriles and vigorous 
vines more than pay tlie expense. 
During periods of drought the grassy 
rows of canes must compete for mois- 
ture with Intruders, and It often liap 
pens ihut a dry is-riod sets in 
just at tlie time the berries ate ripen- 
ing. and wlien moisture is greatly need 
ed. Wlien tlie soil is char of grass 
and weeds, and Hie surface of the 
ground loose, the loss from lack of 
inolsliire is greatly reduced.

Realising that the time cf his de- 
parture for Uie happy hunting grounds 
is approaching, old Red Cloud, fa- 
mous Chief of the Sioux Indians, 
has Issued a farewell messiige that 
la full of pathetic appeal to the white 
people to be good to the ]>oor In- 
dian. 

The noted w.^rrlor long ago bi'came 
peaceable. While he still wears his 
beads and fea'hers.he recognizes that 
the march of civlIizatloiK is sleeping 
away many of the old custqms of 
his race, and he bears, a most friend- 
ly feeling toward his former fews. 

His letter is addressed to Colonel 
Win. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill), whom 
he addresses by the Indian name of 
Pe-Ha-Has-Ka. It was dictated in 
Red Cloud’s tent and given to Bill 
McCune, Colonel Cody’s representative, 
who left the agency a short time ago. 
taking with him a number of young 
Sioux to join the Wild West show 
for the coming season. The letter 
is as follows; 

"Tell my friend Pe-Ha-Has-Ka It is 
Red Cloud Hint talks to him by one 
of my people who knows white man 
pen sign. Will talk what I say to 
him with my tongue and semi by 
paiKsr. Old Ogallula Clilef, Inst 
chief soldier of Sioux, talks from 
heart to the White Eagle of Great 
Father’s warriors. I want lilm to 
tell old chief soon to go to Mniiitou 
hunting ground — never see Pe-Ha- 
Has-Ka more. I say we liglit — men 
smoke pipe — shake hands — bury tlie 
hatchet — live same tepee. My people 
follow white man’s road. You always 
good after fight to red broAier. I 
my young menheap big village; heap 
speak to you to be always friend to 
my people. You good; you show my 
young men heai) big village, heap 
things 1 never see. 

“Old Indian, more old than you. 
hope tell Grc“at Father Washing' on 
and Great Father’s Ib.ad Man take 
care my people. All want to be good 
1 like you come. I no see you, but 
1 could hear you talk. Shake hands 
make good-by friends, give theirs ears 
to Pe-Hu-Has-Ka, l)e friend to Sioux. 
White man rich. Indian poor. 1 talk 
you last time. Hear down. If black 
robe speak white man help Indian. I 
talk you last straight meet you in hun- 
ting grounds in sky. 'I’ell Scarfnee 
brother good-bye, too. Good man 
friend of Sioux last war Pine Ridge.

enue merely, but Protection. The 
Protectionists, of course, gladly con- 
cede (hls.The revisionists further say 
that the rates are much higher than 
any reasonable degree of ProttH;tlon 
requires that the revenue jiroduced is 
abnormally large.They fail to demon- 
strate, however, that cutting the rates 
to a mere revenue basis and eliminat- 
ing the element of Protection, would 
reduce the revenue, it would be far 
more likely to increase it, at least so 
long as people could buy foreign made 
articles cheaper than similar ones pro- 
duced in home factories.

Apparatus So Large It Occo 
pies a Wbole Build- 
in?. 



The Instrument In the observatory 
on .Mount Whitney, hy which the va- 
riations of the suit 8 hcaa are measur- 
ed, might be called an electrical thcr- 
inonieter, says the Reader. It Is an 
apparatus so large as to occupy a 
building of considerable size; yet the 
essential part of its mcKlianisni, which 
makes the record, is u fine thread of 
llatinum, connected electrically with 
a ballance of marvelous delicacy. The 
heaiii of the balance is a filament of 
bpiin grass u inches long and less In 
diameter than a hair, In the middle 
of which is a concave mirror as big 
as a large pinhead. This mirror (which 
weighs 2 1-2 mil 11 grammes —about as 
much as the hind leg of a fly) is fas- 
tened upon a scpiare piece cut from a 
dragon-fly’s wing, and the whole affair 
is suspended from a fiber of spun 
quartz crystal ^ feet long and one five- 
thousandth of an inch thick. 

Outside of the building is a queer- 
I(x>klng machine provided with a large 
circular mirror, which is controlled

f appeals in cases taken up from the 
Woodford circuit court. The act In 
l^entlrelty, is held' to be in conform-

In addition to holding the act con- 
stitutional, the appellate court con- 
strues it In all of its phrases and ef- 
fects. This has been regarded as, 
probably, the most ambiguous law re- 
cently enactedlay the legislature. This

The opinion, delivered by .Iiidgei 
Hobson, the whole court couciirviiig, 
is as follows: 

At the time the constitution was 
adopted prohibition prevailed in a 
number of counties and towns of the 
state by virtue of special laws previ- 
ously enacted by the legislature. Sec- 
tion 61 of the constitution, which re 
(luired the legislature to provide by 
general law for local option elections, 
was careful ta say that the previous 
special statutes for certain localities 
were not repealed by that section. Al 
those special statutes provided itro- 
hibition in the bxtnliiies specified. 

The purpose of the convention is 
shown by this action to have been not 
inimlcable to local prohibition, but 
rather in its favor. 

Our construction is,lu view of these 
conditions and the language used, i 
that the constitution meant that the I 
local units named should court rol| 
'vltbln their own territory the ques- 
tion of prohibition; that each shoidd 
have the privilege of saying exclu- 
sively that prohibition should itrevail, 
^t not conclusively that it should | 
not. This construction harmonizes 
the section so as to allow' all of it to 
stand, and to give equal force and 
power to each unit named. 

If a pricinct votes that prohibition 
shall prevail within its territory, it is 
not comi>etent for any other unit to 
gainsay the matter. If, however, the 
precinct votes against prohibition, 
that leaves the question so far as it is 
concerned as it was before any vote 
was ever taken on it. Hut if the 
town or city which Includes the pre- 
cinct in «|uestoh>n subsequently voles 
in favor of prohibition, the whole 
town or city thereby becomes dry. 
Or. if the county subsequently votes 
dry,' the same result as to the county 
is attained. 

Hut if the county or town votes wet 
and if the precinct has previously vote 
dry, the precinct controls for itself. 
Thus each unit for itself has the op- 
tion of putting the prohibition law 
into effect within its territory. And 
no larger or smaller unit can prevent 
it. This is the only construction of i 
the section that occurs to us or that 
has been pointed out that will allow 
equal and uncontrolled power to ev- 
ery one of the five units named in the 
section. 

A fair consructiton of all opinions 
in connection with section 61 of the 
constitutlou is that the constitution 
meant to leave, and did leave,to the j 
legislature the details^ of the law to be 
enacted to carry the provision of the i 
constitution into effect. In view of 
ihe^changing conditions of the future, 
the wisdom of the legislature could 
best determine when the conditions 
arose as to how often and in what ro- 
tation votes in, the respective locali- 
ties might be taken on the subject. 

It was therefore competent for the 
legislature to provide by general law 
for repealing or modifying the exist- 
ing local laws continued in force by 
the constitution.and to allow it to be 
done by the vote of such locality as 
the legislature salit^ proper. The rea- *

A balioooii trip of almost three 
hours’ duration, devoid of exciting ex- 
periences or mishaps, was made at 
St. Louis last week by Aeronauts Alan 
R. Hawley and I^eo Stevens, of New 
York, in the Orient, the same balloon 
in which Mr. Hawley made his trip 
alone to Carrollton, Ills., last Satur- 
day. 

The orient got a splendid start, ris- 
ing straight up until a slow-moving 
northwestwardly air current was en- 
countered at an altitude or about 2,- 
000 feet, carrying the balooii slowly 
over the city. 

The two aeronauts were plainly vis- 
ible aud could be distinguished throw- 
ing out sand ballast in their efforts to 
rise higher and g* t above tlie low- 
hanging clouds. 

Finally the baloon itassed from view 
and late in the afteriioon ,Mr. Hawley 
telephoned ihiit they had landed in n 
corn field altout eight miles north- 
west of St. Louis. 

He stated tliat after passing through 
the clouds tlie warmth from the sun 
expanded the gas, and the halluon 
readied an ut.it ude of a mile and three 
quarters. 

After drifting slowly for almost :t 
hours the acrunauts decided to land, 
they realized lhat they were making 
no headwy in covering distance. No 
damage was done to tbo balloon in 
laiidiiig. The deflated balloon was 
shipped back to St. Louis and tlie ae- , 
runauts returned. |
